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Vocation Notes

ATOMICS AND PRAYER 

During the last days of World 
War II United States used the 
atomic bomb to destroy two large 
enemy cities. And what a destruc¬ 
tion it had wrought- People are 
speaking of it up to this day. They 
are afraid of such a terrible force. 
Luckily the scientists are now 
working to use this great power for 
the betterment of our living condi¬ 
tions than for destroying them. On 
the whole we must admit that 
harnessing this powerful atomic 
force is a great invention in our 
modern science. 

But did you ever think of YOUR¬ 
SELF as an atomic bomb—even 
more powerful than atomic force? 
The fact is you are more powerful. 
You can do wonderful things that 
atomic power will never do. You 
can pray, you can perform good 
actions that are pleasing to God, 
you can live a good life and thereby 
deserve eternal happiness in heaven. 
More than that — you can help 
others get to heaven. What happier 
task than to use our strength to 
help souls come to heaven with us. 

Bombs and prayers. What a huge 
difference. It cost some two billion 
dollars to make the bombs. Just a 
little effort and the effects of your 
power reach into eternity.. What 
newly discovered atomic power 
could do all this? It can destroy 
lives and make whole cities disap¬ 
pear; but it can do nothing to 
patch a wounded soul. Perhaps 
some day atomic energy will run 
our cars, trains, ships, and planes; 


but it cannot help a soul fly to 
heaven. 

Now already, while you are young, 
your prayers can win the grace of 
conversion perhaps for some dying 
sinner and make him happy for¬ 
ever. As you grow older, you may 
be able to do still more. You see 
your own priests and sisters are 
working day after day to show you 
and others the road to heaven and 
eternal happiness. God has called 
them to do that work and they do 
it out of love for God and love for 
your souls. 

Surely you see that we don’t 
need atomic power. We do need 
a great power. We need more 
priests, brothers, and sisters to save 
the many, many souls who are still 
completely ignorant of the true 
teachings of God, or who need that 
little encouragement to remain 
faithful to their duties towards God 
and their soul. 

That’s where you come in. God 
asks you to use your power to save 
the souls for whom He died. Such 
a calling, is not for everyone, that is 
true; but, at your age you should 
pray, and pray often, that God will 
show you the best way to save your 
soul and souls of others. If you find, 
eventually, that you are not called 
to God’s special service, you still 
have to do good in the world in 
some other way. But, until you can 
decide definitely, keep on praying 
for your own calling and for others. 
REMEMBER THE POWER OF 
YOUR PRAYERS. 

The soldiers who dropped the 
atomic bomb are treated as heroes. 
But what did their action bring 
about? — Misery, destruction, death. 
You can be heroes too, not by de¬ 
stroying the works of God and man, 
but by building a happier world, 
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teaching men to love and be loved, 
showing them how to be truly hap¬ 
py. Could there be a better dedi¬ 
cation of one’s life and to any high¬ 
er ideals? 

Our great Missionary who had 
lived and died for the sole purpose 
of bringing, more souls to God and 
of bringing back the unity of our 
people with the one true Church of 
God, obtained his strength to per¬ 
form this tremendous task only 
through prayer. St. Josaphat, to 
whom I am refering here, certainly 
had greater power than any atomic 
force, if he could stand so courage¬ 
ously against all those terrible 
temptings and persecutions of so 
many schismatics and to leave be¬ 
hind him such abundant fruits of so 
many souls won back to God. 

And for hundreds of years these 
fruits of his prayers and sacrifices 
have continued to live and have in¬ 
creased a hundredfold; and, we can 
be sure, that these fruits will still 
be flourishing in the days when 
atomic power will be as common as 
today’s gasoline or electricity. 

All this was the work of one man 
burning with love to God and in 
earnestness to bring real happiness 
to as many souls as he possibly 
could. But we need many more 
such workers for God that would 
be willing to follow the footsteps 
of our great hero—saint, St. Jos¬ 
aphat, in bringing souls to God and 
to their eternal salvation. With the 
grace of God anyone, who is only 
willing, could become a great mis¬ 
sionary in God’s field of labor. 
That’s something for all of you to 
think about. 

And in conclusion let me remind 
you once again to say your three 
Hail Marys for more vocations.

All the world s in a super-daze 
or better still super-craze. No store 
will do except a super-market. No 
soap will wash quite so well as 
super-suds. No show is more thrill¬ 
ing than the adventures of Super¬ 
man.

The Mundare U. C. Y. has long 
been noted for its variety of activ¬ 
ities as well as for various innova¬ 
tions. A few weeks ago the Mun¬ 
dare U.C.Y. became the first in Al¬ 
berta and possibly the first in Can¬ 
ada to sponsor a Career Week-end 
to which numerous clubs in North¬ 
ern Alberta were invited. The U.C.Y. 
local which travelled furthest to at¬ 
tend this event was the Calmar club 
which had to go a distance of over 
80 miles to get to Mundare. 

Rally receives blessing of His 

Excellency Bishop Neil Savaryn 

The rally was given extra mean¬ 
ing and importance because it was 
undertaken with the blessing of 
His Excellency Bishop Neil Savaryn, 
Bishop of Edmonton. In addition to 
his blessing His Excellency Bishop 
Neil Savaryn honored the Career 
Rally with his presence at Mundare 
on Sunday, the second day of the 
event. 

At the Pontifical High Mass, His 
Excellency was assisted by Rev. Fr. 
B. Baranyk, O.S.B.M. and Rev. Fr. 
O. Kupranec, O.S.B.M. Serving as 
deacons were Rev. Fr. C. Pasichny, 
O.S.B.M., and Rev. Fr. M. Zazula 
O.S.B.M. The Ukrainian Catholic 
Choir from Vegreville added to the 
beauty of the service with their 
singing of the Mass. His Excellency, 
Bishop Neil Savaryn, gave a sermon 
in which he stressed the need for 
more vocations to the priesthood. 
He also stated the importance of the 
role our Ukrainian Catholic Youth 
has to play as citizens of our coun¬ 
try and as members of our own Uk¬ 
rainian Catholic Church, and as 


representatives of the Ukrainian 
Ethnic group. His Excellency urged 
parents to encourage vocations to 
the religious life among their chil¬ 
dren as there is a serious shortage 
of such vocations. 

There was a dinner at the National 
Hall after the Pontifical High Mass 
and this, in turn, was followed by 
the second series of lectures on 
various careers. The afternoon ses¬ 
sion was opened by a talk given by 
His Excellency Bishop Neil Savaryn. 
His Excellency again stressed the 
need for more vocations to the 
religious life and urged his listeners 
to give the matter serious thought. 
He also mentioned that there was 
a need for Ukrainian Catholic Day 
Schools and Colleges, and that the 
present generation would have to 
play an important part in fulfilling 
these and other needs. 

The purpose of' the Career Week¬ 
end was to inform U.C.Y. members 
about prospective professions and 
vocations so as to give them a clear¬ 
er idea of what life has in store for 
them. Fr. P. Hrabec, O.S.B.M., 
spiritual director of the Mundare 
U.C.Y. and parish priest of Mundare 
is to be congratulated for the high 
quality of speakers which he ar¬ 
ranged for the occasion. Sessions 
were held at the National Hall which 
was appropriately decorated for the 
event under the supervision of Sis¬ 
ter Marion, S.S.M.I., whose efforts 
contributed greatly to the success of 
the event. Posters illustrating vari¬ 
ous professions were found along 
the walls of the National Hall. 

The Regional Career Rally began 
on Saturday at 1.00 p.m. with the

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registration of participants. This, in 
turn, was followed by a Moleben in 
the Sts. Peter and Paul Church to 
obtain God’s Blessings. Moleben was 
celebrated by Fr. M. Daciuk, Fr. P. 
Hrabec and Fr. O. Kupranec, all 
members of the Basilian Order. 

After the official opening of the 
Vocational Rally at 2.30 p.m., the 
program was turned over to Tony 
Caruk who served as Master of 
Ceremonies of the two-day event. 
T. Caruk, a former member of the 
l^lundare and Edmonton U.C.Y., is 
now teaching at St. Joseph’s High 
School in Edmonton. 

The first speaker at the Rally was 
Mr. W. Bayduza, B.Ed., who outlined 
the history of teaching and gave a 
factual account of the educational 
requirements needed as well 
as of' the opportunities which are 
available in the profession of teach¬ 
ing. He placed emphasis on the 
need for more Catholic teachers and 
stated that teaching is not merely 
helping pupils to acquire facts for 
examinations; teachers have re¬ 
sponsibilities in shaping the char¬ 
acters of the pupils they teach as 
the years of youth are the funda¬ 
mental years of an individual. 

Dr. N. Strilchuk, well-known to 
our people in Canada as one of the 
early Ukrainian Catholic Doctors in 
this country, gave a very inspiring 
and informative talk about the prof¬ 
ession of Medicine. Dr. N. Strilchuk 
who is a graduate of the University 
of Alberta and has practiced med¬ 
icine in Mundare and district for 30 
years, gave his listeners practical 
information about what they could 
expect if they entered the profession 
of medicine. He stressed that even 
though the road to graduation may 
be difficult, it is well worth the ef¬ 


fort and enables a person to contrib¬ 
ute much to alleviate the suffering 
of his fellow men. 

Separate sessions were held for 
the third talk of the afternoon as 
the religious vocations became the 
topics of discussion. Fr. D. Gres- 
chuk spoke to the boys about the 
secular priesthood. Fr. Greschuk im¬ 
pressed the listeners with his 
sincerity and spoke about the desir¬ 
ability and honor of following in 
Christ’s foosteps. He urged them 
to become active in Christ’s service 
and said that many more priests are 
needed to work among our people. 

At the same time that Fr. Gres¬ 
chuk was talking to the boys, Sr. 
Margaret. S.S.M.I., spoke to the girls 
about how they could fulfill a religi¬ 
ous vocation by becoming a mem¬ 
ber of the order of Sisters Servants 
of Mary Immaculate. Sr. Margaret 
gave a very inspiring talk about 
the various ways which the girls 
could serve their church and people 
as members of a religious order. 

The last lecture of the afternoon 
was given by Rev. Fr. M. Gnesko, 
O.S.B.M., who spoke on Catholic 
marriage. This interesting and lively 
talk was well received by all list¬ 
eners who were very impressed 
with what they heard. Fr. Gnesko 
mentioned that Catholic marriage 
had certain important responsibil¬ 
ities which both parties were to ob¬ 
serve. He also stressed that mar¬ 
riage was not to be entered into 
blindly but that it required careful 
forethought and planning. Another 
point about whih Fr. Gnesko felt 
strongly was that Ukrainian Cath¬ 
olic marriage customs were much 
more inspiring and in better taste 
than many of the outward anglicized 
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forms which the majority of our 
young people insist on. 

We might add, at this point, that 
a discussion period followed every 
lecture and this portion proved to 
be very interesting as well. 

A group picture was taken after 
Fr. Gnesko’s talk and there was an 
intermission of about one hour. At 
7 p.m. all participants assembled at 
the National Hall for a bonquet 
which was prepared by the Mun¬ 
dane Ukrainian Catholic Women’s 
League. At the banquet, the only 
speaker of the evening Rev. Fr. B. 
Sloboda, O.S.B.M., was introduced 
by Rev. Fr. P. Hrabec, O.S.B.M. Fr. 
Sloboda, who has worked with the 
Ukrainian Catholics for many years 
in various parts of Canada was well 
qualified to speak to the youth on 
the need for making the right choice 
of a vocation. Fr. Sloboda’s inspiring 
and informative talk, interspersed 
with appropriate humorous anec¬ 
dotes, was one of the highlights of 
the first day of the Rally. A social 
for the participants of the rally fol¬ 
lowed the banquet. 

For the first Sunday lecture, Mr. 
W. Maday, B.Sc., gave an informative 
and extensive account of the various 
opportunities which are available 
in the field of pharmacy. Mr. Maday 
was well qualified to speak on the 
subject as he has had experience in 
the retail field and is now head of 
the Pharmacy Department at the 
University Hospital in Edmonton. 
Mr. Maday’s talk will be printed in a 
later issue of YOUTH. 

Separate sessions followed Mr. 
Maday’s lecture as Rev. Fr. Daciuk, 
O.SjB.M., spoke to the boys while 
Mrs. A. Pryma spoke to the girls. 

Rev. Fr. Daciuk, O.S.B.M., who is 
the author of “Vocation Notes” 


which is a regular feature of the 
YOUTH Magazine, spoke to the boys 
about the joys of monastic life. Fr. 
Daciuk, who is Master of Novices at 
the Basilian Novitiate in Mundare, 
gave his listeners a clear and full 
account of the life and work of a 
Basilian. Fr. Daciuk’s sincerity and 
enthusiasm had their effect as it 
was very clear to see that all of his 
hearers were very favorably im¬ 
pressed. It is to be hoped that 
some of those present will enter the 
reigious life as a result of this talk. 

In a separate section of the Naf- 
ional Hall, Mrs. A. Pryma, of Ed¬ 
monton, spoke to the girls about 
Catholic Motherhood, and outlined 
the various responsibilities which 
were involved. Mr. Pryma’s talk is 
to be printed in a future issue. 

Both boys and girls again assembl¬ 
ed for the next talk to hear a very 
distinguished speaker. His Lordship, 
the Honourable Mr. Justice P. Gres- 
chuk. When he was first appointed 
a Judge of the District Court of Al¬ 
berta in 1953, he was the youngest 
person to hold such a position. At 
the present time His Lordship is a 
Justice of the Trial Division of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta. His 
Lordship outlined the requirements 
needed to enter the profession of 
Law, and gave an illuminating ac¬ 
count of the opportunities which are 
available to those who are not 
afraid of work. 

After a brief intermission for 
lunch, the final lap of the Career 
Rally was begun. Miss Helen Ku- 
chaba spoke to the girls about Nurs¬ 
ing as a Career and gave uttered 
words of encouragement to those 
who would enter this noble profes¬ 
sion. Excerpts from Miss Kuchaba’s 
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talk will be printed in a future 
issue. 

Constable Moar of the R.C.M.P. 
talked to the boys about life as a 
member of Canada’s famous police 
force. Constable Moar’s talk was 
preceded by a color film of R.C.M.P. 
life in Canada’s Northland. Follow¬ 
ing this was a discussion and dis¬ 
tribution of pamphlets about the re¬ 
quirements and duties of the R.C.¬ 
M.P. force. • 

The last lecture was given by Mr. 
Joseph Gurba B.Sc.. who spoke on 
the practical "as well as the scientific 
aspects of agriculture. Mr. Gurba, 
who heads a department under the 
Provincial Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, stressed the need for practical 
knowledge of farming in order to 


achieve better than average success 
in this field. Mr. Gurba also stated 
that the field of agriculture is al¬ 
most limitless as far as scientific 
opportunities are Concerned, and he 
gave numerous examples of types of 
work which graduates of the Faculty 
of Agriculture could enter. 

The Regional Career Rally was 
then brought to a close by Rev. Fr. 
P. Hrabec, O.S.B.M., who first 
thanked all of those who had con¬ 
tributed to make this Career Week¬ 
end such an outstanding success. Fr. 
Hrabec expressed his sincere hope 
that every participant of the Rally 
had gained something from these 
two days which would help him in 
choosing the right career and in 
leading a good Catholic life.

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Johnnie Kowalchuk 


Born in Western Ukraine, Mr. 
Kowalchuk came to Canada in 1939 
together with his parents, the late 
Mr. Bill Kowalchuk and Mrs. Bar¬ 
bara Kowalchuk, now residing in 
Lloydminster. The Kowalchuk fam¬ 
ily settled in the vicinity of Moon 
Lake, Alberta, where Johnnie at¬ 
tained his intermediate schooling. 
Upon completion of grade eight, Mr. 
Kowalchuk transferred to Edmonton 
where he attended Victoria Com¬ 
posite High School. Several studious 
seasons awarded Johnnie with a 
Senior Matriculation Diploma. How¬ 
ever, having accomplished a Grade 
XII Standing was far from insuring 
to Johnnie’s future. His choice of 
occupation was industry and mech¬ 
anism. This required further study 
and much more work.
